MINUTES  OF  THE  NOTTINGHAM  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  12,  198  3 


The  Annual  Nottingha  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  the 
Nottingham  School,  March  12,  1983,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
Moderator  Earle  B.  Rourke,  at  2:00  P.M.   The  meeting  was  opened 
with  a  short  prayer  by  Mary  Louise  Fernald,  followed  by  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  flag.

During  the  summer  of  1983  Libby  Kotler,  Nottingham  Librarian 
for  the  past  six  years,  resigned  her  position  to  return  to  school, 
The  trustees  would  like  to  thank  Libby  for  her  devotion  to  the 
townspeople  and  her  special  concern  for  the  Nottingham  school 
children.   Libby  initiated  a  Library  Science  program  for  elemen- 
tary students,  increased  and  enriched  our  permanent  book  collect- 
ion and  gave  unceasingly  of  her  time  and  expertise. 

Our  new  Librarian  is  Mrs.  Laurette  Whalen.   She  has  been  on 
the  job  since  late  August  and  is  fully  trained  by  Libby  in 
library  instruction  and  library  technique.   We  feel  very  fortu- 
nate in  having  her  with  us.   The  trustees  would  like  to  express 
appreciation  to  Gordon  Quimby,  Nottingham  Elementary  School 
Principal,  for  his  invaluable  assistance  in  the  hiring  of  the 
new  Librarian. 

Blaisdell  Memorial  Library  serves  both  the  community  and 
Nottingham  Elementary  School.   The  Library  is  open  to  the  public 
for  44  hours  a  week  during  the  school  year.   Each  class  from  the 
school  visits  the  Library  at  an  assigned  time  with  the  4th  and 
5th  graders  also  receiving  Library  Science  instruction. 

Jan  Rines  continures  with  her  pre-school  story  hour  held  in 
the  basement  meeting  room  of  the  Library.   This  is  a  twice 
monthly  program  and  is  for  all  children  ages  3  to  5 .   For  more 
information  call  the  Library  or  Mrs.  Rines  at  942-8855. 

The  Library  circulated  12,872  items  during  1983.   This 
figure  includes  8,437  books  to  children  during  school  visits  and 
4,435  books  to  the  general  public.   Our  permanent  collection 
now  totals  6,414  books,  547  of  which  were  added  during  1983. 
The  New  Hampshire  State  Library  no  longer  provides  Book  Mobile 
services,  but  for  a  50C  mailing  fee  non-fiction  books  can  be 
borrowed  through  Inter-Library  Loan.   When  the  Book  Mobile 
program  was  stopped  last  summer,  Blaisdell  Memorial  Library  was 
able  to  keep  state  books  already  on  its  shelves.   These  will  be 
added  to  our  permanent  collection. 

The  Librarian  would  like  to  thank  volunteers  Sylvia  Smith 
and  Ariel  Parent  who  helped  staff  the  Library  during  school 
visits.   Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  people  who  donated  books  and 
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magazines  with  special  appreciation  to  Elinor  Fernald  for  her 
continued  generosity  to  the  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLANNING  BOARD 


The  year  was  average  as  far  as  home  building  and  subdivision 
activity  was  concerned. 

Three  members  of  the  Planning  Board  attended  four  evening 
seminars  on  the  recodification  of  statutes  relating  to  the 
performance  of  planning  and  land  use  regulations  by  municipalities 
in  New  Hampshire.   The  classes  specifically  defined  those  pro- 
visions repealed  by  Laws  in  1983  and  how  they  corresponded  to 
the  provisions  of  new  Title  LXIV. 

Two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  attended  Lamprey  River 
Watershed  Commission  meetings  and  N.H.  Conservation  Commission 
meetings  where  the  impact  of  new  U.S.  Corp  of  Engineer  regulations 
were  defined  and  a  review  of  N.H.  Dredge  and  Fill  statutes  were 
completed. 

Good  drinking  water  is  becoming  more  precious  by  the  year. 
Nearby  towns  are  going  into  a  crisis  posture  financially  searching 
and  providing  good  water  for  their  residents.   In  fact,  through 
newspaper  stories  you  can  see  towns  fighting  between  each  other 
for  water  rights.   Through  care,  we  can  prevent  that  crisis  from 
occurring  in  our  town. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays 
except  in  November  when  it  meets  on  the  second  and  third 
Thursdays.   Please  remember  that  the  second  Thursday  is  reserved 
for  planning  only,  unless  of  course,  a  real  emergency  occurs.

POLICE  CHIEF 


We  have  tried  to  become  a  more  professional  organization  for 
the  Town  and  have  tried  to  meet  the  expanding  community  needs. 
The  organization  has  increased  in  size  and  all  officers  are 
certified  by  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training 
Council . 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  increased  patrol  hours  and 
still  maintained  the  Town  Beach  detail  during  the  summer  months. 
The  detail  successfully  curtailed  the  number  of  non-residents 
using  the  Town  Beach  and  reduced  complaints  of  disorderly 
conduct,  making  the  beach  area  a  more  enjoyable  place  for  the 
community  again.   During  the  early  part  of  September  and  through 
the  school  year,  we  have,  from  time  to  time,   been  able  to 
establish  a  radar  check  of  the  school  zone  to  reduce  the  inci- 
dence of  speeding  for  the  protection  of  the  children.   This  was 
done  due  to  loaning  of  a  radar  unit  from  the  Rockingham  County 
Sheriff's  Department  and  assistance  of  the  N.H.  State  Police 
Troop  A,  Epping.   This  radar  unit  has  also   been  utilized  in 
numerous  parts  of  the  town  to  reduce  complaints  of  speeding. 

During  the  year  of  1983,  the  Police  Department  implemented  a 
house  check  program  for  the  community.   This  program  has  worked 
as  far  as  keeping  the  burglary  rate  down. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  Mr.  Mort  Cherim.   Mr.  Cherim  served  with  the 
Nottingham  Police  Department  for  8  years  before  resigning  in 
1983.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DOG  OFFICER 


For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1983,  I  received  reports 
of  20  stray  dogs.   Of  these,  homes  were  found  for  10.   The 
remaining  10  were  turned  over  to  the  S.P.C.A. 

There  were  17  nuisance  complaints  registered  against  owners 
of  dogs.   I  also  received  25  reports  of  lost  dogs,  of  which 
10  were  found  and  returned  to  their  owners.   There  were  also 
3  reports  of  dog  bites. 

I  would  like  to  remind  all  dog  owners  that  dogs  must  be 
licensed  under  State  law  by  may  1st  of  each  year.   Failure  to 
do  so  could  result  in  the  impoundment  of  the  dog,  cost  of 
impoundment  and/or  fines. 

If  you  are  thinking  of  getting  a  dog,  please  consider 
"adopting"  one  of  our  strays.   Many  are  fine  animals  and  vary 
from  mixed  to  pedigreed.   Just  call  and  leave  your  name  and 
number.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  has  a  dynamic,  highly 
qualified  professional  staff  of  nurses,  physical,  occupational 
and  speech  therapits,  and  social  workers.   The  professional  staff 
is  complimented  by  experienced  home  health  aides,  who  provide 
warm,  compassionate  care  to  those  they  serve.   Nursing  staff 
members  make  home  visits  to  persons  recently  discharged  from 
hospitals,  nursing  homes,  rehabilitation  centers  and  to  those 
who  have  developed  health  problems  at  home.   In  addition  to 
assessing  the  over-all  health  needs  a  person  may  have  at  a  given 
time,  the  nurses  may  provide  direct  services  such  as  dressings, 
injections,  administration  of  certain  medications  or  may  teach  a 
family  member  to  give  the  medication.   There  is  a  nurse  available 
24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week.   Nurses  may  also  change  catheters, 
help  families  arrange  necessary  medical  follow-up,  arrange  for 
and  coordinate   ordered  therapy,  social  worker,  and  aide  services 

The  office  duties  are  performed  by  an  experienced  and 
efficient  administrative  assistant. 

The  therapy  or  rehabilitation  staff  inclusive  of  physical, 
occupational,  and  speech  therapists,  assist  those  with  physical 
disabilities  to  regain  maximim  functions.   Range  of  motion 
exercises,  gait  training,  instructions  and  supervision  of 
patients  in  transfer  activities  are  among   the  activities  carried 
out  by  the  physical  therapists. 

The  occupational  therapist  teaches  persons  daily  tasks  that 
most  of  us  take  for  granted.   Skills  needed  to  carry  out 
dressing,  eating  and  other  necessary  functions  sometimes  have  to 
be  relearned.   Fine  coordination  activities  and  energy  conser- 
vation measures  are  areas  in  which  the  occupational  therapist 
works  to  assist  those  with  respiratory  dysfunctions  or  energy 
limitations . 

The  speech  therapist  has  much  to  offer  the  person  with 
functional  limitations.   Diseases  such  as  Parkinsons,  M.S.,  and 
strokes  can  effect  communicating  skills,  eating  habits, 
swallowing  abilities  and  energy  levels.   Assessments  carried 
out  by  the  speech  therapist  can  result  in  a  plan  of  care  that 
includes  regular  exercises  to  strengthen  weakened  facial  muscles 
and  structures  involved  in  the  respiratory  process,  assisting 
disabled  persons  to  be  able  to  command  assistance  through  the 
telephone  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  help  is  needed  are 
responsibilities  of  the  speech  therapist. 

With  loss  of  speech  as  may  occur   with  post-brain  trauma, 
relearning  speech  patterns  and  helping  individuals  re-establish 
thinking  are  important  speech  therapist  priorities. 

The  medical  social  workers  have  a  vital  role  in  assisting 
families  with  acute  or  pending  crisis.   Often  times  they  may 
help  young  families  with  parenting  skills  and  also  help  the 
elderly  with  seeking  financial  aid,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance, 
etc . 
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Home  health  aides  are  vital  members  of  the  health  care 
team  and  quickly  become  helpful  members  of  families  where 
personal  care  assistance  is  needed.   Health  aides  perform  those 
tasks  that  a  family  member  might  be  taught  to  perform.   Bathing, 
dressing,  ambulation,  range  of  motion  under  the  direction  of  the 
therapist  are  all  tasks  home  health  aides  perform.   One  of  the 

most  important  things  they  provide  is  their  caring  presence. 
Theu  are  able  to  assist  families  until  they  are  capable  of 
resuming  total  responsibilities.   These  are  direct  services 
provided  to  all  residnet  os  the  nine  towns  served  by  the  Rural 
District  Health  Council.   Many  of  these  services  are  covered  by 
Medicare,  Medicaid,  and  third  party  insurance.   However,  services 
are  not  refused  to  anyone  regardless  of  ability  to  pay.   A 
request  for  payment  according  to  ability  to  pay  is  accepted. 

Grant  monies  and  town  appropriations  are  received  to  help 
with  payment;   also  State  Council  on  Aging  and  United  Way  funds. 
A  bequest  to  the  Council  may  be  made  either  for  unrestricted  use 
in  furthering  the  general  purpose  of  the  Rural  District  Health 
Council  or  for  such  special  or  restricted  purposes  as  the  donor 
may  desire.   All  gifts  to  the  agency  are  deductible  for  estate 
and  income  tax  purposes.   The  Board  of  Directors  would  like  to 
thank  the  family  of  George  and  Helen  Slack  for  the  bequest 
granted  the  agency  from  the  estate. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  also  provides  a  maternal 
child  health  program  to  all  member  towns.   This  includes 
children  from  0-6  years  of  age.   Physical  examinations,  immuni- 
zations, growth  and  development,  counseling,  and  as  appropriate 
referrals  are  made  to  other  community  and  state  agencies  for 
direct  service  or  for  counseling  in  parenting  skills  as  needed. 
The  agency  also  provides  immunizations  for  school  children 
through  the  school  nurses. 

The  agency  has  an  elderly  maintenance  health  program 
provided  in  the  senior  centers.   This  program  includes  health 
counseling  of  medications,  monitoring  blood  pressure,  weight 
checks  and  diet  teaching  for  weight  loss.   This  year  flu  clinics 
were  added  and  found  to  be  a  great  success. 

This  year  the  agency  is  anticipating  an  increase  in  services 
with  decreased  reimbursement  from  Medicare  and  Medicaid,  due  to 
the  new  diagnosis  related  groups  systems.   The  Board  of  Directors 
voted  to  increase  the  per  capita  cost  by  15£,  a  result  of  $3.25 
per  capita  for  fiscal  year  1984. 

During  the  past  year  the  council  has  made  for  your  town 
92  nursing  visits,  5  home  health  aide  visits, and  117  therapy 
visits.   There  have  been  40  child  health  home  visits  and  76 
children  have  attended  the  child  health  clinics.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NOTTINGHAM  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


A  Treasure  Hunt  was  the  Commission's  first  activity  of  the 
year,  replacing  the  usual  Easter  Egg  Hunt  due  to  poor  weather 
at  Easter.   A  light  turnout  of  approximately  30  youngsters  did 
not  diminish  the  enjoyment  had  by  the  children   and  parents 
attending.   The  Hunt  was  held  in  the  usual  location  at  the  school 
playground  area. 

The  Commission  celebrated  summer  and  the  nation's  anniversary 
by  organizing  and  sponsoring,  with  the  invaluable  assistance  of 
several  organizations  and  individuals,  the  Annual  Fourth  of  July 
Celebration  at  the  school  playing  field.   The  day's  festivities 
began  at  8:30  A.M.  with  a  Bicycle  Parade  by  the  youngsters  from 
Liar's  Paradise  to  the  School,  with  escorts  provided  by  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments.   A  men  vs.  women  softball  game  followed, 
which  was  in  turn  followed  by  a  picnic  lunch.   The  afternoon  was 
filled  with  a  continuous  assortment  of  games  and  contests  for 
all  ages  on  the  playing  field,  concluded  by  many  water  polo 
matches  by  the  North  River.   Celebrants  retired  home  for  the 
evening  meal  and  returned  at  dusk  for  25  minutes  of  excellent 
fireworks.   This  was  the  second  year  this  celebration  was  staged. 
Approximately  150  people  participated  in  the  daytime  festivities 
and  approximately  800  people  attended  the  evening  fireworks 
display.   Based  on  attendance  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  parti- 
cipants ,  the  Annual  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  continues  to  be 
an  overwhelming  success. 

The  first  week  of  July  marked  the  beginning  of  the 
Commission's  five  and  one  half  week  Summer  Recreation  Program. 
Two  instructors  and  five  assistants  provided  3%   weeks  of 
Swimming  Instruction  and  2  weeks  of  Sports  and  Arts  and  Crafts 
activities  at  the  school,  respectively.   Approximately  75  young- 
sters received  swimming  instruction  and  approximately  40  young- 
sters participated  in  the  Sports  and  Arts  and  Crafts  activities. 
Nominal  fees  charged  by  the  Commission  for  participation  in 
Summer  Program  activities  returned  a  total  of  $301.50  to  the 
Town's  General  Fund.

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SRPC)  provides 
professional  planning  services  to  its  member  communities  from 
Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties.   SRPC  maintains  a  staff  with  a 
variety  of  expertise,  including  economic  development,  fiscal 
impact  analysis,  environmental  assessment,  river  management, 
transportation  planning,  federal  assistance  grant  preparation  and 
local  zoning  and  site  review  assistance. 

In  the  past  year,  SRPC  has  provided  Nottingham  with  a  variety 
of  technical  services.   In  the  area  of  zoning,  SRPC  staff 
provided  the  Planning  Board  with  information  on  the  placement  of 
dish  antennae.   Staff  also  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
obtaining  membership  in  the  Tri-County  Solid  Waste  Management 
District  and  provided  material  on  compliance  with  state  solid 
waste  management  laws . 

The  Commission  has  continued  its  area-wide  river  management 
program  for  the  Lamprey  River.   Results  have  included  the 
establishment  of  a  water  quality  monitoring  program,  incorporation 
of  the  Lamprey  River  Watershed  Association  and  a  review  of  land 
use  regulations  impacting  the  river.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


What  are  we  to  do  "The  Day  After"?   As  your  Civil  Defense 
Director,  I  can  only  say  we  must  be  prepared  -  at  least  for  the 
more  common  emergencies  that  could  happen  in  our  town  other  than 
nuclear  incidents. 

Our  protection  against  hazards  is  preparedness.   Knowing 
what  to  do  in  case  of  a  fire,  explosion,  thunderstorm,  flood, 
etc.   Find  out  what  to  do  in  an  emergency  before  it  happens.   It 
is  vital  to  think  clearly  and  react  quickly.   In  any  emergency, 
initially  it  will  be  up  to  you  to  determine  what  action  is 
appropriate.   Once  you  decide,  do  it.   For  instance,  we  all  know 
that  the  worst  place  to  be  in  a  thunderstorm  is  to  be  standing 
under  a  tall  tree  up  on  a  hill  and  if  swimming  or  boating  to  get 
out  of  the  water  immediately. 

If  it  is  a  winter  storm,  be  forewarned,  be  careful  on  the 
road  and  be  prepared  at  home  by  stocking  up  food,  water,  fuel, 
flashlights,  candles  and  spare  batteries.   If  outside,  avoid 
overexertion  from  shoveling  snow,  pushing  cars,  walking,  and 
watch  for  hidden  ice,  falling  trees,  branches,  and  wires. 

Hurricanes  bring  high  winds,  heavy  rains  and  flooding.   They 
strike  during  summer  and  fall  affecting  large  areas.   Be  ready 
in  advance,  listen  to  radio  and  TV  for  weather  alerts.   Move 
furniture,  etc.  inside,  board  up  windows  if  possible,  stock  up 
on  non-perishable  foods,  gas  up  the  car  and  keep  a  portable  radio 
and  flashlight  handy.   Use  the  telephone  only  if  you  need 
emergency  help. 

In  our  annual  program  papers  to  the  State,  I  have  submitted 
a  hazard  analysis  indicating  the  level  of  severity  for  hazards 
which  could  occur  in  Nottingham,  our  emergency  preparedness  and 
the  resources  that  we  have  available  to  respond  to  an  emergency. 
I  have  asked  for  zero  funds  to  carry  out  the  State ' s  mandated 
program  and  will  continue  to  coordinate  planning  with  civic  and 
volunteer  groups.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER 


The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  completed  its  twelfth 
year  of  service  in  1983.   The  Health  Center  operates  two 
medical  offices,  one  in  Newmarket  and  the  other  in  Raymond,  the 
Lamprey  River  Clinic.   Both  facilities  provide  general  medical 
care,  preventive  health  services,  community  outreach,  social 
services,  and  short  term  counseling  with  referral  to  area  mental 
health  agencies. 

In  1983,  Joseph  Fuller,  M.D.,  a  family  practitioner,  joined 
the  staff.   The  Health  Center  offers  a  Prenatal  Program,  under 
the  direction  of  Maude  Guerin,  M.D.,  which  includes  prenatal, 
delivery  and  postpartum  care.   In  addition,  the  Health  Center 
offers  nutritional  counseling  and  prenatal  classes. 

Other  members  of  the  medical  staff  include  Sarah  Oxnard, 
M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  P.A.-C,  Barbara  Janeway,  M.S.N.  ,  A. R.N. P., 
and  Anne  Fawcett,  A. R.N. P.   The  medical  team  also  includes 
registered  nurses,  medical  assistants  and  community  health 
workers.   For  more  information,  or  to  make  a  medical  appointment, 
call  659-3106  in  Newmarket,  895-3351  in  Raymond,  or  toll-free 
in  Newmarket  at  1-800-582-7279. 

The  community  health  workers  coordinate  a  school  health 
program  and  preventive  screening  clinics  to  detect  potential 
health  hazards.   They  hold  informative  workshops  and  act  as 
liasons  between  the  medical  providers  and  patients. 

In  November,  198  2,  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center 
initiated  a  Self-Care  Program  for  the  Elderly  in  conjunction 
with  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.   The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  enable  the 
elderly  to  stay  in  their  home  setting  as  well  as  to  maintain  a 
quality  of  life  and  independent  status  within  their  community. 
The  focus  of  the  program  is  to  provide  self-care  skills  before 
disability  occurs  and  to  anticipate  problems  with  functional 
activities.   Contact  Anne  Fawcett,  A. R.N. P.  at  1-800-582-7279 
for  more  information. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  continues  to  operate 
the  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program.  Three  of  the  four 
busses  are  equipped  with  hydraulic  lifts  to  provide  services  to 
the  handicapped.   The  transportation  service  enables  senior 
citizens  to  remain  independent,  self-sufficient  and  active  by 
providing  the  needed  services,  including  medical,  food  shopping 
and  recreational  trips.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMPUTER  COMMITTEE 


In  March,  1983,  the  Town  Moderator  appointed  a  study 
committee  to  review  the  computer  needs  of  the  Town  and  School. 
This  committee  was  instructed  to  make  recommendations  at  the 
next  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1984.   During  the  first  meeting  in 
April,  the  committee  elected  Dave  Shea  as  Chairman  and  scheduled 
its  meetings  for  Tuesday  nights  in  the  Town  Hall.   The  committee 
held  over  21  meetings,  spending  over  400  hours. 

In  the  first  phase,  which  consisted  of  10  meetings,  the 
committee  dealt  with  the  following: 

1.  Define  the  committee's  function  and  purpose. 

2.  What  types  of  tasks  were  presently  being  done  by  the  Town 
and  the  School  that  could  be  adapted  to  a  computer. 

3.  What  types  of  computer  systems  were  being  used  by  small 
communities  in  the  area. 

To  that  end,  the  committee  met  with  school  and  town  personnel  to 
define  all  the  functions  currently  being  done. 

Findings : 

The  study  committee  found  that  in  the  Town,  many  hours  were 
spent  transcribing  data  from  one  area  to  another.   These  major 
areas  were  the  yearly  transcribing  of  the  blotter  book,  tax 
record  updates  and  billings  and  the  tax  warrant,  property 
transfers  and  map  and  lot  cross  references.   Also  large  amounts 
of  time  were  spent  in  manually  recording  data  for  financial 
records  and  report  generation,  as  required  by  state  and  federal 
regulations . 

The  School  Department  performed  many  similar  activities. 
In  addition,  the  School  has  to  meet  additional  state  requirements 
of  reporting,  i.e.,  daily  attendance  records,  student  records, 
and  student  evaluations. 

The  committee  looked  at  computer  systems  presently  in  use 
in  the  following  towns: 

Barrington  (IBM  DataMaster) 

Grantham  (Apple  III) 

Farmington  (IBM  DataMaster) 

Warner  (IBM  PC  &  PCX) 

Many  Towns  in  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  (CADO) 

Exeter  (IBM  System  36) 

Hampton  (North  Star) 

Durham  &  Meridith  (Altos  and  Televideo) 

Other  systems  viewed  were  IBM  System  36,  Digital  Rainbow,  Radio 
Shack  (TRS80),  Honeywell,  and  a  Burroughs  B20. 
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After  looking  at  many  systems  and  duscussing  the  good  and 
bad  features  of  each  one,  the  committee  was  able  to  formularize 
a  list  of  software  and  hardware  requirements  for  the  Town  and 
School.   The  hardware  had  to  meet  the  following  criteria: 

1.  Expandable  -  Both  user  and  data  storage. 

2.  Multi-User. 

3.  Dependable  -  With  a  proven  track  record. 

4.  On  site  maintenance. 

The  software  had  to  be  of  the  following: 

1.  Pre-programmed  -  Already  tested  and  running. 

2.  User  Friendly. 

3.  Integrated  -  All  systems  had  to  be  interconnected. 

4.  Ability  to  contact  the  vendor  for  information  or  help  at 
any  time. 

The  committee,  upon  formalization  of  the  above  information,  sent 
out  letters  requesting  production  information  and  cost.   They 
were  mailed  to  locally  known  distributors. 

Conclusions : 

Upon  reviewing  all  the  specifications,  along  with  the 
information  provided  by  the  vendors,  and  with  the  current  work 
load  on  the  school  and  town  staff,  the  committee  unanimously 
recommends  that  the  Town  and  School  would  benefit  by  purchasing 
a  small  multi-user  system.   We  recommend  that  the  system  should 
be  purchased  from  the  Computer  Center  of  Falmouth,  Maine,  and 
consist  of  an  Altos  586-20  CPU  with  2  CRT ' s  and  2  DataSouth 
printers.   The  software  should  contain  a  multifund  general 
package  with  budget  preparation,  accounts  payable,  payroll, 
property  and  resident  tax  billing.

In  addition  the  District  is  supporting  11  pupils  that  require 
special  education  programs  not  available  at  Nottingham: 
1-Great  Bay  School;  1-Dover  High  School;  1 -Raymond  Highw  School, 
1-Portsmouth  Vo.  Program,  and  Strafford  Learning  Center  programs- 
3-TIP;  2-ASE;  1-TAC  and  1-PEPSO. 

I  believe  the  year  198  3  will  be  remembered  as  a  significant 
one  for  the  American  public  school  system.   As  is  the  case  with 
many  social  forces,  public  dialogue  concerning  education  moved 
in  cycles  with  the  importance  and  performance  of  our  schools 
receiving  varying  degrees  of  emphasis  and  visibility.   As  a  result 
of  the  numerous  national  reports  concerning  the  state  of  education 
in  our  Nation,  we  are  exposed  to  a  trend  in  the  media  of  focusing 
on  deficiencies  in  education.   We  read  of  teacher  shortages,  use 
of  poorly  qualified  teachers,  decreasing  achievement  test  scores, 
declining  pupil  interest  in  math  and  science  and  calls  for  a 
longer  school  day  and  year  and  merit  pay  for  teachers.   It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  1947,  a  New  York  Times  article  written 
on  the  quality  of  science  teaching  in  the  United  States  stated, 
"This  country  can  easily  loose  its  leadership  in  science  achieve- 
ment unless  it  seeks  and  trains  those  who  can  maintain  it."   I 
believe  the  dilemma  facing  education  in  the  country  is  not  a  new 
one,  but  rather  composed  of  challenges  similar  in  scope  and  focus 
to  previous  periods  of  educational  crisis.   There  is  no   question 
in  my  mind  that:   a)  we  are  faced  with  teacher  shortages;  b)  we 
are  forced  to  employ  less  than  fully  qualified  teachers  in 
certain  critical  areas;  c)  we  have  experienced  a  trend  of  declin- 
ing interest  in  science  and  math  among  our  student  population; 
d)  we  are  underpaying  the  majority  of  our  teachers  who  are  highly 
qualified  and  dedicated;  e)  we  are  not  placing  sufficient  impor- 
tance or   value  on  the  role  of  the  principal  as  an  instructional 
leader;  and  f)  our  elected  leadership  has  placed  very  little 
importance  on  education  in  the  last  ten  years.   In  order  to 
design  a  response  to  the  warning  signs  confronting  public  educa- 
tion identified  by  national  experts  and  leaders,  we  have  to 
understand  the  forces  that  have  placed  us  in  our  present  position. 
Albert  Shanker  in  one  of  his  recent  New  York  Times  articles  aptly 
identified  at  least  one  of  the  key  forces  which  has  contributed 
to  the  present  state  of  education  when  he  quoted  Donna  Kerr,  a 
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noted  university  expert  on  teacher  education  on  the  United  States, 
She  wrote:   "A  society's  political  and  economic  forces  determine 
in  what  pursuits  intellectual  virtuosity  will  be  rewarded. 
Neither  with  status  nor  with  prestige  nor  with  money  do  we  reward 
teaching. . .there  is  a  disturbing  duplicity  in  a  society  that 
itself  fails  to  create  the  conditions  that  would  foster  teaching 
competence  and  then  complains  of  incompetent  teachers.   Our 
teaching  corps  can  be  no  more  competent  than  we  make  it."   While 
I  believe  that  Kerr's  evaluation  is  valid,  the  present  state  of 
affairs  in  education  is  not  simply  the  result  of  society's  fail- 
ure to  place  importance  on  improving  standards  for  teacher 
preparation  or  maintaining  respectable  teacher  salaries.   In 
many  respects,  I  believe  trends  and  practices  have  existed  which 
have  made  inefficient  use  of  the  resources  available  to  our 
school  system.   American  society  must  renew  its  commitment  to 
excellence  in  all  areas  of  school  endeavor;  administration, 
instruction,  program  development  and  evaluation,  school /community 
communication  and  the  agendas  of  our  elected  leaders. 

Within  the  context  of  the  above  comments,  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  we  have  consistently  placed  priority  on  instructional 
excellence  and  quality  in  School  Administrative  Unit  #  44. 
During  the  course  of  the  last  eight  years  our  basic  instructional 
program,  based  on  Science  Research  Association  test  results, 
seems  to  be  very  strong.   We  have  compared  the  averages  of  the 
past  four  years  versus  the  previous  three  years  in  the  areas  of 
math,  reading  and  language  arts  and  find  that  the  School  Adminis- 
trative Unit  average  at  the  eighth  grade  level  showed  an  average 
gain  of  19  percentiles  between  the  two  periods  of  time  for  the 
areas  of  math  and  reading,  which  is  considered  statistically 
significant.   Language  art  scores  at  the  eighth  grade  level  over 
the  same  period  of  time  reflected  an  increase  of  22  percentiles. 
I  believe  our  emphasis  on  developing  a  core  curriculum  six  years 
ago  has  played  a  significant  role  in  the  present  strength  of 
our  basic  instructional  program. 

One  of  my  many  objectives  for  the  Unit  in  past  years  has 
been  to  design  and  develop   programming  for  the  more  academically 
accomplished  student.   I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  school 
boards  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  this  office  to 
establish  a  Summer  Institute  program.   Our  first  Institute 
became  a  reality  this  past  year.   The  program  involved  approx- 
imately 66  students  and  19  teachers  and  was  designed  to  give  the 
children  exposure  to  the  development  of  higher  level  thinking 
skills.   The  program  seemed  to  be  well  received  by  all  involved 
and  has  been  formally  approved  by  our  school  boards  for  the 
coming  summer.   I  am  extremely  pleased  with  the  development  of 
this  program  and  the  support  given  it  by  our  school  boards . 

While  there  are  many  aspects  of  the  educational  process  in 
Nottingham  which  should  make  us  proud,  there  are  areas  of  need 
and  as  I  have  stated  in  previous  reports,  I  believe  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  your  Superintendent  to  keep  the  system's  needs 
in  focus  for  the  voters.   I  believe  we  must  strengthen  the 
library  component  of  the  system  and  give  strong  consideration  to 
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establishing  a  public  kindergarten.   There  is  considerable 
research  such  as  the  Ypsilanti  Perry  Preschool  Project,  the 
Minnesota  Early  Learning  Design  in  Minneapolis/St.  Paul  and 
other  studies  which  underscore  the  importance  not  only  to  the 
child,  but  to  the  taxpayer  and  society,  of  public  preschool 
education.   According  to  the  Ypsilanti  Perry  Project  report,  for 
every  $1000.  that  was  invested  in  the  preschool  program,  at  least 
$4,130.  has  been  returned  to  society  in  the  form  of  reduced  costs 
for  special  education,  legal  processing  for  delinquent  behavior 
and  increased  earnings  of  participants.   Students  who  experienced 
the  preschool  program  subsequently  averaged  1.8  years  of  special 
education,  whereas  those  that  did  not  have  it  averaged  3.8  years. 
For  every  100  pupils  who  had  the  program  35  dropped  out  of  high 
school,  whereas  55  of  every  100  pupils  who  did  not  experience 
the  program  dropped  out.   Of  those  pupils  who  experienced  the 
program  38  out  of  every  100  students  attended  college  or  took 
job  training  courses  while  of  those  pupils  without  the  program, 
only  21  did  so.   Clearly,  the  research  underscores  the  importance 
of  making  a  commitment  to  public  kindergarten  programs. 

In  summary,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  school  board,  the  teachers,  pupils,  and  citizens 
for  the  cooperation  exhibited  during  the  past  year.   We  look 
forward  to  a  long  and  productive  relationship  in  which  our  mutual 
goals  will  continue  to  be  the  best  possible  education  for  our 
young  people.

The  citizens  of  Nottingham  can  be  extremely  proud  of  their 
school.   Students  and  teachers  have  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  past  year  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Many  staff  members  attended 
summer  school  or  special  institutes  during  the  summer  of  1983. 
Others  have  devoted  considerable  time  to  college  courses  and 
workshops.   A  teacher  and  several  students  from  Nottingham 
attended  the  S.A.U.  #  44  Summer  Institute  in  Farmington  during 
July;  they  found  the  experiences  challenging  and  helpful.   Groups 
of  students  distinguished  themselves  on  the  athletic  fields.   An 
ever   growing  number  of  students  are  becoming  proficient  in  the 
use  of  the  computer,  while  others  have  taken  on  greater  responsi- 
bility for  student  activities  and  events.   As  a  group,  our  student 
body  did  an  outstanding  job  on  the  standardized  achievement  tests 
administered  in  the  spring,  scoring  well  above  the  national  norms 
and  consistently  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  schools  in  S.A.U.  # 
44. 

New  staff  members  this  year  include  teachers  Mrs.  Cynthia 
Sutton,  Ms.  Lynn  Rutter,  Ms.  Cheryl  Dolin,  Mrs.  Anne  Lamb,  Mr. 
John  Ouellette,  and  Mrs  Rebecca  Jentes,  assistant  nurse  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Carlson,  and  teacher-aide  Mrs.  Yvonne  Hurley. 

The  entire  staff  is  involved  in  a  variety  of  program  improve- 
ments.  Our  enrichment  programs  for  talented  and  gifted  students 
continue  to  grow.   Our  co-curricular  activities  program  has 
added  several  components  and  an  ever-growing  number  of  students 
are  participating  in  after-school  activities.   Virtually  every 
classroom  in  school  is  engaged  in  the  writing  process,  a 
"teaching-by-doing"  method  for  improving  written  expression  and 
all  language  skills. 

My  second  year  as  your  principal  has  been  rewarding  and 
challenging.  May  I  conclude  this  report  as  I  began  it:  the 
citizens  of  Nottingham  can  be  extremely  proud  of  their  school.

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  them  to  the 
Nottingham  Elementary  School.   Our  Principal,  Gordon  Quimby,  has 
proved  himself  to  be  a  very  dedicated  and  professional  adminis- 
trator who  has  been  able  to  deal  with  any  situtation  most 
efficiently. 

The  continued  dedication  and  efforts  of  our  outstanding 
staff  deserve  a  debt  of  thanks  as  their  hard  work  has  again 
proved  worthy  in  the  high  achievement  test  scores  of  our  students, 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  Board  Member,  Linda  Colby,  in  November 
due  to  a  move  to  Massachusetts.   In  the  time  she  was  with  us,  we 
came  to  know  her  as  a  very  caring  and  dedicated  Board  Member.   We 
wish  her  the  best  in  her  new  home. 

We  were  very  happy  to  welcome  Carl  SiipprfiXle  as  our  newest 
Board  Member.   In  the  short  time  he  has  been  with  us,  he  has 
shown  himself  to  be  a  very  dedicated  and  professional  individual. 

This  year  we  are  pleased  to  have  the  addition  of  a  new 
baseball  diamond.   This  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Little 
League  Team  and  a  group  of  volunteers.   Without  the  dedication 
and  hard  work  of  these  individuals,  this  task  could  not  have  been 
accomplished.   Their  efforts  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

While  enrollment  of  elementary  school  students  has  declined 
slightly,  (down  to  2  78  pupils)  the  enrollment  of  high  school 
students  has  risen.   We  speculate  the  increase  is  due  in  part  to 
the  increase  of  families  moving  into  town  with  high  school  age 
students . 

The  Board  would  like  to  make  special  mention  to  Mildred  J. 
Holmes  for  her  generous  gift  of  an  American  Flag  for  our  flag- 
pole.  Special  mention  should  also  be  made  to  three  American 
Legion  Auxiliary  members,  Mildred  J.  Holmes,  Barbara  H.  Pratt, 
and  Gretchen  L.  Pratt  for  their  gifts  of  an  American  Flag  and  a 
State  Flag  for  the  multi-purpose  room.   Our  most  sincere  thanks 
for  these  gracious  gifts. 

Looking  ahead,  we  are  anticipating  some  repairs  to  the 
building  to  bring  it  up  to  the  high  standards  that  we  enjoy  and 
must  maintain.   We  also  look  forward  to  another  Summer  Institute. 
Several  of  our  students  enjoyed  this  four  week  environmental  and 
scientific  hands-on  experience  in  a  variety  of  experiments 
during  the  summer. 

The  School  Board  continues  to  welcome  parents  and  interested 
members  of  the  community  to  attend  our  regular  meetings.   It  is 
through  this  effort  of  cooperation,  and  concern  for  our  children, 
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that  will  enable  us  to  maintain  the  high  level  of  excellence  in 
our  educational  facility,  which  we  have  experienced  in  the  past 
and  will  continue  to  work  for  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  year  1982-83  was  an  active  year.  Ths  students  were 
aware  there  was  a  room  they  could  come  to  if  ill,  tell  their 
personal  problems,  or  just  to  visit. 

Audio  and  Visual  screenings  were  done  in  Grades  1-5-8;  or 
if  requested  by  a  staff  member  or  parent.   Reports  were  sent  to 
parents  if  a  follow-up  check  by  a  specialist  was  indicated. 

All  classes  received  instruction  under  the  existing  Health 
Program:  Hygiene,  growth  process,  dental  health,  posture,  body 
systems,  body  changes  in  adolescents.  Ths  6th  Grade  learned  to 
take  Blood  Pressures  with  their  studies  of  the  Heart  and  its 
relation  to  circulation.  Blood  studies  were  done  under  aseptic 
conditions.  A  small  drop  of  blood  was  taken  from  the  finger  and 
examined  under  the  microscope  showing  the  cells. 

This  year  the  American  Athletic  Association  and  the  American 
Pediatric  Society  were  advising  physicals  for  all  students 
participating  in  team  sports.   A  clinic  was  made  available,  and 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Newmarket  Health  Clinic.   Dr.  Sarah 
Oxnard  and  Medical  Assistant  Mike  Lewis  were  in  attendance. 

To  update  the  8th  Grade  immunization  records,  a  clinic  was 
held.   The  Rural  District  Health  Council  provided  the  serum  for 
the  clinic.  18  students  benefited  for  their  High  School  entrance 
requirements. 

Agencies  that  helped  this  year  and  supplied  materials  for 
teaching  other  than  those  previously  mentioned  were:   New 
Hampshire  Cancer  Society,  New  Hampshire  Heart  Association  and  the 
New  Hampshire   Lung  Association.   The  State  Department  of  Welfare 
assisted  as  needed. 

The  School  Nurse  was  one  of  the  12  chaperones  for  the  8th 
Grade  trip  to  Montreal.  A  healthy  happy  group,  and  no  mishaps 
or  illness  could  be  reported. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Board,  the 
Principal,  and  the  Staff  for  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE  FOUR  DAY  SCHOOL  WEEK 


The  School  Board's  advisory  committee  to  consider  the  four- 
day  school  week  met  on  June  16,  July  7,  August  18  and  September 
15  at  the  Nottingham  School. 

This  report  is  an  attempt  to  summarize  the  findings  of  the 
committee  and  some  of  the  emerging  opinions.   Discussion  has 
been  concerned  with  the  exchange  of  information  and  ideas  rather 
that   with  advocating  particular  conclusions. 

The  Deerfield,  N.H.  School  District  implemented  a  four-day 
school  week  calendar  in  1981-82,  primarily  for  economic  reasons. 
The  Nottingham  four-day  week  committee  used  the  report  of  that 
effort  to  focus  on  the  educational,  economic  and  community 
implications  of  the  four-day  school  week.   Importantly,  the 
Deerfield  report  admits  it  is  safe  only  to  say  that  the  new 
schedule  has  not  had  a  deleterious  effect  in  these  areas,  that 
any  positive  results  may  be  the  outcome  of  a  "Hawthorne  effect" 
and  that  time  alone  will  solidify  conclusions. 

While  a  rise  in  the  mean  Stanford  Achievement  scores  was 
evidenced  in  the  81-82  year  at  Deerfield,  the  report  states  that 
other  factors  besides  the  new  schedule  may  have  been  at  work. 
It  concludes  only  that  test  scores  were  not  lower  during  the 
four-day  school  week  year.   This  committee  found  that  teachers 
in  Deerfield  were  favorably  impressed  by  student  reactions  such 
as  positive  student  attitude,  behavior  improvement,  and  better 
use  of  time  in  the  classroom.   However,  no  direct  evidence  was 
available  to  prove  that  the  four-day  week  was  the  cause,  nor  to 
guarantee  similar  student  reactions  in  Nottingham. 

The  Deerfield  report  indicates  savings  in  energy,  trans- 
portation, non-professional  staff  salary  and  substitute  teacher 
salary.   This  committee  feels  that,  because  of  Nottingham's 
make-up  in  terms  of  the  school's  physical  plant,  bus  routes,  and 
other  variables,  some  similar  savings  would  result  in  our  town. 
Those  savings  would  not  be  extensive. 

This  committee  felt  it  was  difficult  for  Deerfield  to 
measure  the  impact  on  the  community  of  the  four-day  week,  but 
conceded  that  whenever  the  community  becomes  involved  in  support 
of  its  school,  results  are  usually  positive  and  exciting.   We 
have  concerns,  however,  whether  the  four-day  week  would  cause 
difficulties  in  our  community  because  of  the  subsequent  need  of 
fifth-day  daycare  or  activities  and  transportation  to  school- 
centered  fifth-day  programs. 

We  have  reviewed  several  articles  and  reports  on  the  four- 
day  school  week.   All  reports  noted  savings  of  transportation, 
substitute  teacher  costs,  gas  consumption,  bus  maintenance  and 
electrical  costs.   Achievement  levels  were  reported  to  be 
comparable,  or  slightly  higher  in  two  reports  and  another  report 
found  different  patterns:   some  gains,  some  losses.   High 
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achievers  increased  academic  success  but  low  achievers  found 
decreased  success,  reported  another  article.   In  summary, 
research  is  inconclusive  and  more  objective  research  is  needed. 

All  articles  reported  that  the  four-day  week  is  favored 
over  the  five-day  week  by  a  wide  margin.   However,  some  negative 
comments  from  parents  included  child  fatigue,  children  getting 
off  the  bus  after  dark  and  unstructured  time  on  the  day  off. 

An  informal  investigation  of  reactions  in  Nottingham  tended 
to  replicate  the  feelings  of  groups  in  other  communities. 
However,  no  significant  enthusiasm  for  adoption  of  the  project 
could  be  found . 

Economically,  savings  to  the  Town  of  Nottingham  would 
appear  to  be  minimal  and  not  accurately  predictable.   The 
committee  took  note  of  the  fact  that  limited  savings  to  taxpayers 
would  be  more  than  off-set  by  additional  costs  to  parents  for 
transportation,  activities  and  childcare  for  the  fifth  day. 

In  summary,  this  committee  does  not  advocate  implementation 
of  the  four-day  week  in  Nottingham.

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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 
FOR 
NOTTINGHAM  SCHOOL  AND  TOWN  MEETINGS 

1.  All  remarks  or  questions  are  to  be  made  to  or  through  the 
Moderator. 

2.  A  voter  must  be  recognized  before  starting  to  speak. 

3.  No  one  is  to  interrupt  when  a  voter  has  the  floor. 

4.  No  name  calling,  threatening  or  profanity  will  be  tolerated, 

5.  A  motion  must  be  moved  and  seconded  prior  to  any  discussion. 

6.  A  voter  who  moves  the  question  will,  after  seconding,  have 
the  chance  to  start  the  debate. 

7.  Any  motion  may  be  amended,  but  only  one  amendment  to  an 
amendment  will  be  allowed. 

8.  All  motions  are  debatable  except  one  that  limits  debate, 
which  will  require  a  2/3  vote. 

9.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  question  must  get  a  2/3  vote  to 
pass. 

10.  Written  request  by  5  or  more  voters  for  a  written  ballot, 
given  to  the  Moderator  prior  to  a  vote  being  taken  on  the 
question,  must  be  granted. (N.H.  Law) 

11.  Oral  request  by  7  or  more  voters  for  a  written  ballot,  made 
immediately  after  an  oral  or  hand  vote  has  been  taken,  must 
be  granted.   (N.H.  Law) 

12.  The  Moderator  has  the  responsibility  of  deciding  the  type 
of  vote  to  be  taken  on  any  question.   A  written  ballot  will 
be  called  for  on  any  special  article  which,  at  the  time  of 
the  final  vote,  has  a  dollar  figure  of  $10,000.  or  more. 

13.  While  the  Moderator  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  questions, 
the  only  time  he  will  vote,  if  he  wishes  to,  is  to  break 

a  tie  vote  or  to  create  a  tie  vote.
